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INTRODUCTION 


This, bulletin is the third in a planned series 
of such publications. The first, published in 1969, 
listed the public records holdings of the Public 
Archives of Canada as of that date. The second 
bulletin, which appeared in the autumn of 1970, 
described the significant accessions of records 
received bythe. Archives during’ the intervening 
year. Its format was basically the same as that of 
this bulletin, number 3. 


Davinvethe last year, the Public Records Section 
received approximately five thousand cubic feet of 
recoras: -Our total holdings now exceed forty 
tiousand cubi¢ feet. 


Mention should be made of the computer programme 
under which the Section is producing detailed finding 
avasweOsilts ‘Various file series. sWe have: useful 
inGexeseLor the records of she Wartime Prices.and 
Vrade board (RG 64) and theacentral registry series 
of the Department of Trade and Commerce (RG 20, Bl).

On 
completion these finding aids will be available on 
microfilm and can be borrowed through the inter- 
library, (loanaservice. 


The Public Archives plans to begin publishing 
the inventories of the various groups of government 
records in its custody within the next few years. 
Until such time as this programme has become a 
reality, it is hoped that this series of bulletins 
will assist potential users of our resources.
